Extra interest Plan Launched
American Savings and Loan 

Assn. has just introduced a 
i;..v "extra interest" plan in 
which accounts can earn up to 
21 days of extra interest in any 
one month, Executive Vice 
President Lowell S. Peterson 
has announced.

The new plan, he said, is 
based on a policy of paying in­ 
terest on a daily basis; ac­ 
counts thus earn from the day 
funds are received when they 
remain through the end of the 
'quarter, even though the funds 
may be deposited after the 
10th of the month.

For example, Pelerson said, 
$5,000 placed in an account at 
American Savings on March 12 
will earn $12.50 in extra inter­ 
est when the quarterly pay­ 
ment is made on March 31. 
The savings of more than 
110,000 account holders within 
the association will be affected 
by the new program, he said. 
The current annual rate of 4'/i 
per cent will remain In effect. 

This new program is current­ 
ly being instituted in all of the 
association's branches, Peter- 
son said.
